Safe Return of the Schwatka Ex- 
pedition in Search of Relics 
of Franklin,

The Longest Sledge Ride on Record-- 
Wonderful Discoveries in the 
Arctic Regions. 


NEW BEDFORD, MAss., September 23.— 
Members of the expedition headed by Lieu- 
tenant Frederick Schwatka, which sailed from 
New York June 1, 1878, for Baffin’s Bay and 
King William’s Land,for the purpose of seek- 
ing further data upon the fate of Sir John 
Franklin,have arrived here. Though the sp:cial 
objeet of the search, 
records of the Franklin expedition, which, 
according to Esquimaux testimony, were 
known toexist atspecified points, has not 
been attained, the explorers have neverthe- 
less obtained many relics of the Franklin 
party, including the remains of Lieut. 
Irving. They have moreover carried 
out to the letter the instructions of the pro- 
moterof the expedition to ‘‘make it a geo- 
yraphical success.’’ i 

THE LONGEST SLEDGE RIDE ON RECORD, 
boin in regardtotime and space, has been 
achieved inthe face of phenomenally cold 
weather and deprivation of customary food. 
Important rivers and coasts have 
been discovered, and serious errors on 
former charts have been corrected.

TERRE HAUTE, IND., September 22.—As 
the day of election approaches the political 
campaign in Indiana waxes warmer and 
warmer. If a man bad a dollar a lie for every 
lie the newspapers have printed for effect 
upon voters in the last week he could amply 
endow acoliege for the encouragement of 
truth and bave money enough left to pay off 
the national debt. But the people here pay 
very little attention to newspapers. Taey 
crowd to political meetings, where speakers 
can hold their most devoted attention for 
hour after hour. They neverseem to tire 
or to move. They are not’ very 
demonstrative, but they will listen to 
all that any speaker nas to say. The 


feeling is intense, general and deep. You 
bear nothing but politics. From rvads and 
depots, 
‘*‘From window and casement, 
From garret to basemeat,’’ 

the universal] theme is politics. And the work 
that is going on seems to adapt itself to this 
quiet mood of the people. The contending 
paities are active and persistent. Their con- 
flict is proceeding inch by inch. The Green- 
backers or ‘‘Nationals’’ will not coalesce 
with the stronger party in any county, but 
where Democrats are in the majority the 
Nationals favor Republican candidates, and 
where Republicanism prevails they encourage 
Democrats. Still they vow they will stick to 
their separate organization and throw away 
their votes for Weaver & Co. It is impossible 
to forecast just what this third party will 
amcunt to, but they certainly peplex all the 
calculations of beth the leading 
parties.

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ily. It destroyed his business and disrupted 
his socia} ties. His wife soon died, and more 
than one of the witnesses express the opinion 
that ber death was principally due to the un- 
happiness occasioned by the disreputable re- 
lations existing between her husband and the 
respondent. The family was broken up; the 
children were neglected and scatiered abroad 
Among strangers. That must have been a 
powerful infatuation which madeits victim 
callous alike to the claims of conjugal and 
paternal {duty, regardless of the good opinion 
of his friends, indifferent to his business in- 
terests and blind to everything but the one 
overmastering influence which accelerated if 

it did not produce ail thisruin. Tothe un- 
meee Hd subject of this infatuation came, ac: 
cording tothe inexorable laws of nature, 
speedy retribution. Cut loose from all moral 
restraints, without anchorage or guidance, 
he drifted rapidly away from all the land- 
marks ofreason and truth. 

WILD FANCIES, 

He neglected his business and gave himself 
up to the wild and irrational! fanaticism waich 
possessed him. His mind was filled with 
grotesque delusions. He adopted the insane 
notion that men should live upon the water in 
boats, and not upon land. He busied himself 
in publishing and distributing absurd tracts 
upon religious subjects. Le advocated the

Lt 
is also abundantly shown by the evidence that 
during the whole of this period he was under 
the controlling influence ofthe respondent— 
an influence which dominated his whole life 
and subjected him completely to her control, 
compelling him to do whatever she desired 
himtodo. The evidence shows that she was 
penniless when she first attached 
herself to bim, and that after that connection 
began he was constantly inthe habit of giving 
hermonev. The bill in this case ought to 
have been brought inthe nameof the lunatic 
by his committee, Michael Arnold, Jr., and 
James P. Morrison, but as this 1s clearly 
amendable the plaintiff has leave to amend 
the names of the partdes in the manner indi-

BALTIMORE OYSTERS. 


Some Interesting Figures Showing the 
Magnitude of the ‘rade. 
From the Baltimore Sun, Sept. 18. 


Baltimore packs more oysters than any oth- 
er cityinthe worid. Itis the center of the 
packing trade, surpassing in that particular 
all other cities, and handling yearly more 
oysters than all the other packing points of 
Maryland andVirginiacombined. During the 
season from Sept. 1, 1879, to May 15, 1880, 
the number of vessels arriving in Baltimore 
loaded: with oysters was 9,543, a daily average 
of 37 for 257 days, bringing 7,252,972 bushels, 
or an average cargo of 760 bushels. In addi- 
tion there were 25,000 bushels by steamers to 
hotels, etc., making a totol of 7,277.972 bush- 
els, of which there were packed raw 3,769,353 
bushels, hermetically sealed 2.689.939 bushels, 
and used for city consumption 818,680 bush- 
‘es There are forty-five tirms engaged in 

yster packing in Baltimore, with a capital of 
$2,3(8,500, occupying houses, etc., worth (es- 
timated) $1,360,966. During the summer 
these firms are engaged in fruit-packing. 
They employ 4,167 males and 2,460 females, 
total 6,527, and during the season of 1879-80 
paid to them in wages $602,427. There were 
packed 6,459,292 bushels, requiring 25,547,780 
tin cans and 929,614 wooden cases. The value 
of oysters peckéd, mcluding shucking, cans, 
ete., was $3,517,349. For the cans $704,919 
was paid, and for the wooden cases $102,622. 

Next to Baltimore, Crisfield is the most im- 
portant packing point in the State, being lit- 
erally built upon oysters, or ratber, oyster 
sheils, which have been utilized to make new 
vyround. The statistics of oyster-packing in 
Maryland for 1879-80 season show that in 
Baltimore, Crisfield, Cambridge, Annapolis, 
Oxford, St. Michael’s and sundry small 
places in Somerset county there are ninety- 
eight firms engaged in packing; capital em- 
ployed, $2,492,550; value of buildings occu- 
pied, $1,466.036; males empioved, 6,179; fe- 


raw packed, 4,930,501; value, $2,725,737; 
bushels steamed, 2,723,191: value, $1,268,- 
112; total bushels packed for season, 7,653,- 
402; vaiue, $5,995,848: tin cans required, 25,- 
546,780; cost. $794,919; wooden cases, 929,- 
614; cost, $138,812. 

Baitimore is the only place wher: tin cans 
and wooden cases are used to auy extent, 
shipments’ elsewhere being principally iu 
bulk. Of the 6,179 males employed in 
the raw trade, about three-fourths are col- 
ored, and the majority are very sveady work- 
men, While the whites are mere dispose to 
be idle and intemperate. The 2,649 females 
are all employed in the steam ovster 
houses. They are mostly white 
girls of from 16 to 25 years old, 
and, almost without exception,of foreign 
-birth or parentage. An industrious hand can 
make from 75 cents to$laday. Maen in the 
raw business can make from $8 to $1l5a 
week. Itisasingular coincidence that Mr. 
C. 8. Maitby and Mr. A. Field. who respect- 
ively established the raw and the steam trade, 
were botb originally from Connecticut, and 
both are still alive, the former inactive busi- 
ness. ' 

About $250,000 is invested in the manufac- 
ture of cans for oysters, and 400 men are 
employed, whose wages for eight months 
amount to $100,000. About 300 workmen, 
with wages amounting to $156,000, are engag- 
ed in repairing oyster vessels. The city trade 
amounts to 818,680 bushels, the opening of 
Which costs $122,802, employing about 640 
men; average wages, {6a week. About 500 
men sell about the streets, with earnings 
amounting to $96,000. The local consumption 
of towns on the bay i3 200,000 bushels, paying 
150 men $30,000 toshuck. The total number 
of peopie engaged inthe oyster business is 
24,602; weges and earnings, $3,820,521; per- 
sons supported, 83,545; capital invested, 
$6,245,876; total catch in Maryiand last season 
was 10,560,012 bushels, 6,653,492 being pack- 
ed. 2,021,840 being shipped out of the State, 
and the balance being used for local con- 
sumption.

Many persons who had 
been stricken with paralysis, or were suffer- 
ing from what were considered incurable 
diseases, were also restored to health. 


The Famous Whitebait. 
From the London News. 


The proper whitebait season is considered 
by the principat Thames fishermen to begin 
when Parlmment begins, and end when Par- 
liament ends. This is the rulethey have 
sone by for many years past, or, to put it ac- 
cording to the almanac, they begin with their 
nets in February and go on to the middle of 
August. This year Parliament has held its 


‘sittings so late that the whitebait, not being 


able to wait so long, have adjourned to the 
sea, thence to return as sprats about next No- 
vember, especially being careful to remember 
that they are due at the Mansion House on 
the 9th of November. ‘‘Bait,’’ as it is tech- 
nically called, varies much im size and guali- 
ty according to the season of the year. Thus, 
in February and March considerable 
numbers of *“tyawlings’’ are caught. These 
are, Without doubt, ‘‘yearling’’ herrings. 
In June and July the bait run very small,and 
‘theads and eves’’ appearinthe nets. These 
are very minute, gelatinous little creatures,so 
transparent that the bright, silvery eye is the 
most noticeable portion of them. At various 
times of the year appear also ‘*Polwigs,”’ 1.e., 
young gobies, ard **Rooshans,’’ infant weav- 
er fish, as likewise “‘buntings” (brown), and 

red shrimps, sand eels, sticklebacks, etc. We 
bave carefully examined a sample of the 
‘bait’ similar to that which will be caught to- 
day forthe ministerial dinner. It consists 

almost entirely of young sprats—liovely littie 
fish, as silvery as a new Shilling, and in ex- 
cellent condition. 

It has lately been alleged that killing this 
fry is a wasteful process, and that they should 
be allowed to grow into adult fish, but in the 
estuary of the Thames spratsare not falling 
off; in fact it often happens in the winter 
months that Billingsgate market is overstocked 
with sprats in consequence of so many 
‘*earvies’’ (Scotch for sprats) being sent from 
Inverness and other firthe of Scotiand. This 
also accounts for the fact that when abundant, 
sprats are largely used for manure for the 
Kentish hop-yards and turnip-fields. The 
value of whitebait as whitebait is 
very large. One firm alone pays 
£100 a week in wages during’. the 
season, and atanother place about £1,000a 
yeariscomingin as wagestothe whitebait 
catchers. Under these circumstances it is not 
likely that Parliament will ever be asked to 
make itillegal for the fishermem to catch or 
the public to eat whitebait. As regards the 
origin of the term whitebait, in former times 
these little fishes were used as “‘bait’’ for the 
crab-pots; then, as now, thew were very 
bright and silvery, and were called *‘white- 
bait,’ in contradistinction to other baits that 
were hot white. When they became fashion- 
able as food for Londoners they still retained 
their name ‘‘whitebait,’’ by which appella- 
tion they will probably be still known at min- 
isterial dinners for many years te come.

Goats Who Churn. 
From the Los Angelas Express. 


The most striking feature of the dairy 
ranch of F. 8S. Clough, in San Mateo canon, is 
the new dairy house which Mr. Clough re- 
cently completed atacost of $1,500. It is 
18 by 36 in ground dimensions, finished ex- 
ternally in rustic style, and inside is as trim 
and cleanly as the thrifty. housewife’s ‘‘best 
room.’? The butter-rocom, an apartment 10 
by 15 feet in dimensions, is as inviting asa 
parlor. The apparatus for handling the 
milk and making the butter is complete in 
every detail, and is designed, throughout for 
the saving Of labor. The churn holds fifty- 
two gallons of cream, and turns out from one 
hundred to one hundred and twenty pounds 
of butter at each churning. Itis worked by 
goat power, the appliances being a treading- 
wheel eighteen feet in diameter, which con- 
nects with and operates a shaft running into 
the dairy-house, and this in turn connects 
with cog-wheels working the dashers. Mr. 
Clough says that the goats in operating the 
wheels indulge thejr natural propensities for 
climbing, and they apply themselves to the 
work with great gusto. The herd consists of 
some eight or ten animals, ranging from the 
grandmother and old ‘‘Billy’’ with the 
whiskers down to the youngling not overa 
foot high. Whenreleased from their pens 
they one andall great and small run bleat- 
iag for the wheel, and the only trouble to 
contend with thereafter is the excess of power 
which they are apt to give itinthe course of 
their frolicsome gambols.

He was born in Lon- 
don, in 1835. His father was a lawyer’s 
clerk, a respectable, steady man, with a very 
smallincome. His son Charles received but 
a meagre education, partly at the national 
schoo], Bethnel Greem (a twopenny a week 
school), and afterwards at an insignificant 
private school in the same neighborhood. His 
school days, however, were over by the time 
he was eleven years of age, and he became 
errand boy in the same office as that in which 
his father was clerk. At fourteen he became 
wharf clerk to a firm of coal merchants on the 
bank of the canal which crosses City 
Road, London. -He was a model 


Christian youth, and become a Sunday- | 


school teacher. When he was sixteen years 

of age the Bishop of London was about fo 
hold a confirmation at Bethnel Green Church, 

and the incumbent requested young Brad- 

laugh to prepare bimseif for the necessary 

examination. Bradlaugh found some diffi- 

culty in reconciling the doctrines of the 
Church of England to his conscience, and he 

wrote a note to the incumbent asking for light 

on the subject. The clergyman, however, like 
many others, coulda not answer the questions 
the young man put to him, so he weat to his 
parents, told them that Charles had turned 

atheist, and that, therefore, they had relieved 
him from bis duties as a Sunday-school 
teacher. Bradlaughis a born controversion- 

alist, the gaudium certaminis isnatural to him, 
and he sought from others that knowl- 
edge which his parson denied him. Instead 
of going to church he went to every place 

where debates were going on between athe- 

ists and orthodox Christians. He joined in 

the discussions. He startea firston the Or- 
thodox Christian side; when driven from that 
position be became a Deist, then he develop- 
ed into an Atheist, and finally declared him- 
selfarampant Infidel. He also joined the 
teetotalers, a movement whieh had been 
started by atheists, and was considered in 
those days a sign of all that was wicked and 
bad. His eld friend, the parson, did not allow 
the young infidel to rest in peace. Through 
the influence of the reverend gentleman Brad- 
laugh’s employer gave him ‘‘tbhree days te 
change his opinions or lose his situation.’’ The 

lad could not change his opinions, so he lost 
bis situation. He was too proudto be a burden 
upon bis parents, so he fefthome for—the 

world. and he knew that he was a social out- 

c2st. Hesoon became a young preacher ofthe 
most audacious infidelity. But it did not pay. 
Bradlaugh was reduced to sad straits, until at 
leneth, when only seventeen years old, he en- 
listed inthe Seventh Dragoon Guards, and 
was stationed in Ireland for three years. He 
was notidle. He always had a voracious ap- 
petite forreading and while in Ireland Re 
studied the Irish question until he was thor- 
eughiy master of it, and was led by that study 
to become heart and soul a Fenian. In 1853 
an aunt died, leaving him a little money, with 
which he purchased his discharge from the 
army and returned to London, quit- 
ting his regiment with a ‘‘yery good 
character’? from his Colonel, who had 


always treated him with favorable considera- 


tion. In London he succeeded in finding em: 
ployment in a lawyer’s office. Again his dil- 
igence and his adaptability to surrounding 
circumstances led him toa study of the law, 
and such use did he make of the.means at his 
disposal that he has held his own against the 
greatest lawyers in England, and whenever 
he has conducted his cases(and he has aPways 
conducted his own) he has veen highly com- 
plimented by the judges. While engaged in 
ailawyer’s office he lectured on Sundays at the 
Hall of Science on ‘*‘Infidelity,’’ and soon ob- 
tained a wide notoriety under the name of 
Iconoclast, which he had assumed. In 1855 
Iconoclast began tolecture in Hyde Park. 
The authorities endeavored to stop him. 
He asserted and reasserted the 
right of the public to hold 
meetings there. A Royal Commis- 
sion was appointed to inquire intothe ques- 
tion. Mr. Bradlaugh was examined at 
great length, and his evidence and the 
authorities he quoted settled the question. 
To him is due the successful assertion of 
that great right, and the Royal Commission 
publicly thanked him for his valuable efforts 
and evidence. Bradlaugh then carried the 
banner of infidelity inte every town in Hug- 
land. In many places he bad to take for« 
cible possession of the rooms he had en- 
gaged; had, that is to say,.to force open the 
doors and fight his way through a crowd of 
Christians. Heisastrong, powerful man, a 
capital pugilist and his opponents generally 
got the worst of it. He had endless taw- 
suits over these struggles for his lecture 
rooms, but, with oneexception, he was al- 
ways successful. In 1861, at Plymouth, he 
was arrested at the instance of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
under an old act, for lecturing on ‘‘Infideli- 
ty,’”? but he won the day and then proceeded 
against the police for false imprisonment. 
and won his case against them also. In 1862 
a clergyman of the Church uttered a foul li- 
bel against Mrs. Bradlaugh and her two ae- 
complished daughters, who are so highly 
respected by all who knowthem. Bradiaugh 
compelled the wretch to retract every word 
he had said and to pay £100, which Iconoclast 
distributed among various charitable insti- 
tutions. The reverend libeller wrote an ab- 
ject letter, begging Bradlaugh not to divulge 
bis name, as it would injure his prospects in 
the Church. Mr. Bradlaugh consented to 
this, and has kept his promise, though the’ 
parson has not deserved it, as ne goes about 
now doing all hecan .to injure the man. Itis, 
pesmane, needless to add that in all extreme 
tadical movements Mr. Bradlaugh has been 
to the front, though he has generally pre- 
ferred to act by himself and with his followers 
than with the other organizations in the coun- 
try. It was he who penned the famous mani- 
festo of the Irish Republic that ushered in 
the Fenian movement. The Reform League 
specially thanked him for his services on be- 
haif. of-the agitation for reform. It was 
through his exertions, too, that the last fetter 
was struck from the press of England. Up to 


1869 every newspaper was required by law to | 


give securities to the extent of £800 against 
the appearance of blasphemous or seditious 
libels. Mr. Bradlaugh published his National 
Reformer ‘in defiance of her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment,’’ for he gave no security, and every 
line polishes was what the law called 
blasphemy and sedition. He, however, so 
repeatedly bafiled the law officers of the 
Crown intheir prosecutions of the statute 
ow og b pppceel of oe ag repealed the 
ute.

He was received with open 
arms at Madrid; and although the Engiish 
Embassador tmtimated to the Government 
that any manifestations of respect shown to 
Mr. Brad!augh would be considered as an 
affront tothe Queen of England, yet they 
honored bim with a Ministerial 5 ge To- 
wards the endof thesame year - Brad- 
laugh visitea the United States, and gayea 
series of public addresses, drawing large 
audiences end realizing $160 per lecture. 
At Boston, Wendell Phillips presided at 
his lecture, Senator Sumner and Lloyd 
Garrisoh supporting him on the platform. 
Mr. Sumner spoke of him as “the Samuel 
Adams of 1873.”

He shocked the modesty 
of people by the republication of an obselete 
American publication, telling people how to 
avoid the conception of children. This would 
have been snfficientto Gamnthe career of 
any man, but somehow or other Bradlaugh 
did not losea single friend by it. He had 
scveral times contested Northampton, eacn 
time with a minority approaching the win- 
ning point, and atthe last election he was 
triumphantly returned. .

The English 
steamer Bowen, which arrived at Hong Kong 
on June 11, took on beard at Singapore all the 
passengers offering ,some forty-two Chiaese, 
uespite atelegram addressed tothe Captain by 
the agent, and warning him to be careful as 
to what class of Chinese he took on board 
there. The basis of the telegram was a rumor 
of a piratical attempt to seize the vessel, but 
the dispatch does not seem to have been 80 
worded as to have put the Captain sufficiently 
on his guard. All went well until the Bowen 
was at sea, when the interpreter mformed 
the Captain that the Singapore passengers 
were discussing a plan to fire and plunder the 
ship. The vessel was then searcned, and 
there were found nearly 2 dozen choppers, a 
dozen revolvers, snd a large amount of 4m- 
munition, a bundle of touch-paper, a Chinese 
compass, andjtwenty-five gr YY of powder, 
each with a fuse attachment.

THE FRENCH CRISIS. 

The ministerial crisis in France which 
has led to the overthrow of the De Freyci- 
net Cabinet is just now the theme of all 
tongues in Europe. The German papers 
display the most anxiety at the change, as 
Germany is the country certainly most in- 
terested the change. Butthe press of 
the Continent generally assume that Gam- 
betta’s triumph is anything rather than an 
assurance of the continued peace of 
Europe. It will be remembered by those 
who have followed closely the course of 
European politics that the present crisis 
had its origin in Gambetta’s fire-eating 
speech at Cherbourg, where his peculiar 
use of the phrase France entiere and his ex- 
pression of belief that la justice immanente 
would yet see France entiere, were seized 
upon’ by the alert German papers as 
an expression of hostility and a 
threat. The speech was a remarka- 
ble one, and _ surely indicated Gam- 
betta’s well known policy of revenge. De 
Freycinet, with a view of pouring oil on 
the troubled waters, took a most pacitic 
tone in his speech at Montauban and that 
discourse was the first fissure in the chasm 
which now separates these two men. Sev- 
eral Ministers in De Freycinet’s Cabinet 
who are heartily at one with Gambetta 
at once began work either to force De 
Freycinet into union with and sub- 
servience to Gambetta or to drive 
him out of the Cabinet. A ready 
means for this purpose was found :in the 
decrees against the unauthorized commu- 
nities, which De Freycinet was obliged by 
his colleagues to push to their utmost 
limit. He held out as long as he could, 
but the pressure was too much for him, 
and his resignation was to be expected as 
an alternative to his submission to Gam- 
betta. The present ministry is Gambetta’s 
wholly and Germany has valid reason for 
believing its very existence a menace. 
If its tenure of life lasts over the -meeting 
of the coming Chambers, there is no tell- 
ing when war may be precipitated. Presi- 
dent Grevy is said to be in sympathy with 
De Freycinet, disliking the overshadowing 
importance which Gambetta is assuming 
in the State. But, onthe other hand, the 
French people are with the popular leader, 
His watchword of France entiere has burned 
into every Frenchman’s soul and Alsace 
and Lorraine will sooner or later be the 
objective point of a war to which that of 
1870 will be simply child’s play. Germany 
and France are both ready for the fight, and 
if Gambetta can force the country intoa 
successful campaign, there will be nothing 
to bound his ambition. 


A NATIONAL GUARD. 

The New York World contains the draft 
of a proposed bill which will radically re- 
model the militia organization of the Union. 
It will be presented to Congress this win- 
ter, and it is now under revision by a num- 
ber of army officers who are addling their 
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combry to teach us how to defend our 
bearths or attack somebody else’s. The 
idea that a well trained and disciplined 
army consisting of the whole population is 
an essential to our security is so utterly 
preposterous that, out of Bedlam, no 
one can seriously maintain it. What 
foreign or domestic foe have 
that must be frightened into quiet- 
ness? There is as much chance of a 
war with a European power as there is 
ot a combat between a deep sea fish and a 
chamois, andas for internal danger the 
experiences of 1861-65 established the fact 
that the very best school of the soldier was 
the battle field. These apprehensive 
gentlemen who are always croaking about 
evil to come can not be ridded of their 
nightmare by any process of reasoning, but 
the common sense of the people has grasp- 
ed the idea that it can worry along with its 
present force very well, and it will need 
more than chimeras to frighten it into a 
more general armament. Let us make hay 
while the sun shines. The period of pros- 
perity into which the country has fairly 
swung promises to be a lengthy one, and 
there is no reason why we should handicap 
ourselves with any burden so futile and 
ridiculous as this. 


Mr. CARL DAENZER, the intellectual 
pigmy of the Anzeiger, is endeavoring to 
attract some attention by his fcebly- 
ferocious attacks upon the editor of this 
paper. The priticipal trade of this fellow 
Daenzer is that of representing the Teu- 
tonic element of the Democratic party in 
this section of the world. Inso far as he 
betrays his vicious envy and his low-bred 
instincts in these assaults, his exertions 
are held to be complimentary; but his 
blackguardism has reached a point that 
renders it necessary for us to say that Mr.

TARRYTOWN, NEW YORK, September 23.—

WHO STOLE THE SHIRTS?

The culprit has 
been discovered and arrested and the lost 
goods recovered. The credit is due to Officer 
Lyons, who captured his man in a house of 
prostitution, corner Seventh and E/m streets, 
where the thief was living with a woman. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Ziock,from 
whom the goods were stolew, expressed the 
opivion that a member of the Fire Depart- 
ment had committedthe theft, and though 
there was some slight circumstantial evidence 
going to prove the same, scarcely any one be- 
lieved it. Any doubts upon the subject 
are now set at rest, and the bright 
escutcheon ofthe department remains un- 
stained. Aman by thenamecfGus Kramer 
has been arrested for theft, and as the goods 
were found in bis woman’s house, corner of 
Seventh and Elm, the pelice are confident 
they have secured the right person. Kramer 
Was aprivate watchmat of the Scarritt Fur- 
niture Company, and was dressed in 
a blue shirt, similar to that 


' worn by the firemen on the night of the fire. 


He climbed ever the skvlight of the Scarritt 
Co. and.entered Mr. Ziock’s store, where he 
purloined the goods. The property recover- 
ed does not consist of shirts, but of an assort- 
ment of silks, laees, gloves, etc. The value is 
estimated at about $100. Kramer is consid- 
ered by the police as 
character, and was fined 

some time ago for beating his wife. He was 
also shot abouttwo months ago, on RKutger 
street, where he was employed as watcuman 
in a beer garden.

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Rudoph Dietz Dies of the Wound 
Inflicted by Henry Rohlman. 


Interview With the Prisoner in His Cell. 


Another murder has been added to the al- 
ready long listin St. Louis. Shortly before 
midmight Sunday night Rudolph Dietz, a 
butcher, living at 1921 Rosatti street, and 
Henry Rohiman, became in volyed in a dis- 
pute in asaloon at the southwest corner of 
Geyer avenue and Menard streets, which re- 
sulted in a scuffle. Whilethe parties were 
grappling Dietz cried that he had been stab- 
bed. Rohlmann left the saloon and was 
shortly after locked up at the Second District 
Police Station. He was arrested at his house. 


Dietz was taken to his home andy} 
continued to sink rapidly until 10:50 o’clock 
last night, when he died. Sergeant Holmes, 
stenographic reporter of the Board of Police | 
Commissioners, afew days ago took Dieiz’ 
statement. The rea) facts in the case are not 
kpown, but the police say that, so far as their 
krowledge extends, itisacase of murder, 
for which the prisoner will certainly be pune 
ished. 

This morning a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
called at the jail to obtain his version of the 
hemicide. ‘*Let Roblman out of cell No.89,’”’ 
said the guard to an assistant. In a few 
moiren's a medium-sized man wearing a 
mustache and goatee, Witha stiff growth of 
grayish black beard on his face, walked 
across tke court to the desk where the repori- 
ersat. The osject of the call was explained, 
and In reply Rubimann said: **Well, Iam sor- 
ry, but lbave determined not to make any 
statement until I have seen an attorcey. You 
sny you are from the POSsT-DISPaTCH? Itis 
my favcritepsper. Iread it every eyeniog 
after my hard day’s work. Iam sorry, but 

can not say anything about 
it. I have been misrepresented by 
the morning papcrs, though I was very 
kind to them, and on that account I have re- 
solved not to say anything more about the 
affaiy.’? 

‘* What do you expect to show at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest?’’ 

“Well, there will be some startling devel- 
opments. No; I do not expect to show that 
Dietz had anyintentonmy life. i did not 
know him before that day.’’ 

“*Do rou intend to show that you stabbed 
him in self-defense?’?’ 

‘I tell you, and I hope you will not think 
itunkind, that I will make no statement 
aboutit. Alil care foris my family—and i 
have the prettiest little family in the world— 
my wife and two children.” 

**What is your nationality?’ 

“> don’t know, but I judge from 
my hame my parents were German. 
saw my i parents. I was 
born in New Orleans. and when I was two 
years old my father and mother and sisters 
and brothers ail died within one week of yel- 
low fever. I went to Nashville, Tenn.,where 
I was on the police force until the act creat- 
ing it was repealed. Ilstayed there about a 
vear and then came to St. Louis, and many 
st. Louisans that Knew me in Nashville and 
bave known me in St. Louis can testify that 
Iamnot, as the police say, a hard charac- 
ter, and I have never been before a court 
in my life.’’ 

**How long have you beenin St. Louis??? 

‘*] have lived here since about 1870, and 
curing that time have been working steadily, 
iam a carpenter and miliwrigeht. Ihave 
been working straight along under contract 
with the Peper Cotton Compress Company.” 

Roh}man is now confined in the jail undera 
charge of assauit to kill, which was pre- 
ferred to take the prisoner out of 
the hands of the police. Nochange has yet 
been made in the charge, as that now against 
him willbe sutlicientto hold him unitii the 
result of the inquestis known. At the in- 
quest the ante-mortem statement of Dietz, 
which was taken by Sergeant Holmes, of the 
Central District, two days ago, will bein- 


troduced. 


Post Mortem Examination. 

This morning Coroner Auler held a post 
mortem examination on the murdered man’s 
body withthe following result: There were 
two wounds on the body on the left side, both 
inflicted witha knife. One wound was two 
inches pelow the left nipple and one inch left 


ofthe sternum. It was about one anda haif 
inches in iength and had simply cut the skin. 
Thesecond wassituated one inch above the 
left spine. It was about oneinchin length, 
Peritonitis was very evident and was tbe cause 
of death. Peritonitis was the result of the cut 
inthe abdominal! cavity. The second wound 
proved the fatal one.

Gustave Frank Shuffies Of After 
Three Weeks’ Heavy 
Drinking. 


What Little Henry Frank Saw His 
Papa Do. 


Gustave Frank, aged 38 years, committed 
suicide at 8 a.m. to-day at his house, No. 
1013 North Thirteenth street. Deputy Coro- 
ner MacBride held an in quest this morning 
on the body. 

MENA FRANK, 


| 
the wife of the deceased, told the story of the 


suicide as follows: ‘**The deceased was born 
in Germany and leaves a family of three chil- 
dren. He had been drinking for the pasttwo 
or three weeks, and was so nervous that he 


could not hold acup of coffee in his hand 
without shaking. The last three nights he 
came home dead drunk and would eat noth- 
ing. Last night be came home after 12 
o’elock drunk. This morning he yas so 
nervous he could not g6 to work. | 
I went tQ market leaving him } 
walking ahsiic the room. My three children 
weré With bim. Iwas gone about ten min- 
utes. When I came back I saw my little 
son Henry in the front room. He said, 
‘Mamma, don’t co over there; papa wants to 
do something, and he said we shouldn’t go | 
into his room.’ I wentinto the bedroom. ! 
thought he was lying on the bed. I looked | 
around end found the Cceceased with a 
rope around his neck, and one endof the | 
rope tied to the bed-post, and the other 
around his neck in a slip-knot. His body 
was partly resting on thesofa alongside the 
bed, and his head touching the pillow on the 
bed. The weight of his body was sus- 
tained by the rope. I immediately 
took the rope off, but he 
was dead. Dr. Kaltwasser came and 
examined the body. The doctors rolled him 
in blankets for about ten minutes; then they 
said it was no use, for he was dead.’’ 

HENRY FRANK, 
the little child who first discovered the body, 
made the following statement: 

‘*When I was in the front room papa came 
in from the bed-room to where I was and got 
a rope bebind the door, and said 1 shouldn’t 
come over where he was. Then he shut the 
doorall but a little. I saw him put the. 
rope around his neck and pull down. I 
thougbt be was going to keep himself from 
falling. Then I weot and played, and toid 
mamma when she came from market.’’ 

CHARLES BECKER 

testified that he was attracted by Mrs. Frank 
and when he saw the body he summond a 
physician, who came in about five minutes 
and told him in the mean timeto rock the 
body to and fro like acradle. He carried out 
the instructions and when the doctor came 
he thought there was life and continued to 
rock the body, but life was extinct.
